KETCHUM SEES LITTLE HOPE FOR 
FARM LABOR LEGISLATION THIS YEAR 


SACRAMENTO — California 
farm workers and agricultural 
employers will apparently not 
get legislation this year to 
provide a legal framework for 
settling farm labor disputes, 
according to 29th District 
Assemblyman William M. 
Ketchum. 

“The leadership of the 
Assembly has been able to put 
the arm on: the right people to 
get the bill dropped,” Ketchum 
said. “It looks like Cesar Chavez 
- at this point in time anyway - 
has the power to kill any 
legislation he doesn’t like!” 

Ketchum said that, in his 
opinion, the biggest losers in the 
death of Assembly Bill 964, 
authored by Democrat 
Assemblyman Ken Cory of 
Garden Grove, “are the farm 
workers themselves.” 


“The key feature of the Cory 
bill is secret ballot elections,” 
Ketchum said. “Yet, in his 
diatribes against the bill at a 
recent farm workers’ rally in 
Delano, I’m told Cesar Chavez 
never mentioned the secret 
ballot provisions of AB 964.” 

“On top of that,” Ketchum 
continued, “I have learned that 
farm workers at one ranch in 
Kem county were warned by 
union representatives not to 
come to work on Wednesday. 
the day of the United Farm 
Workers’ march on the state 
capitol in opposition to the Cory 
bill.” 

The lawmaker said he cannot 
understand the UFWOC 
leadership's opposition to secret 
ballot elections. 

“The only explanation I can

Slightly over a decade ago 
a congressional 
candidate virtually got 

ed out of the corps for 
suggesting that there might 
have to be some control on the 
numbers of people using pub- 
lic lands for recreation. 

The poor chap, running in 
a north state district where 
wildlands and their use were 
a burning issues, also had the 
temerity to propose user 
charges for national forest 
campsites in the state. The 
howls of protest from sports- 
men and recreationists con- 
tributed largely to the fellow’s 
defeat. 

It was only a matter of a 
few short years, however, be- 
fore his opponent, sitting as 
a member of the House of 
Representatives, voted for 
just such a program. This was 
when the feds established the 
National Land and Water Con- 
servation Fund financed in 

by ‘what came to be 
nown as the Golden Eagle 
Pass. 

For an annual charge of $7 
bearers of the Golden Eagle 
were entitled to admission to 
various federal recreational 
facilities including forest 
camps where users otherwise 
had to pungle up a daily fee. 

Still later Congress extend- 
ed the Golden Eagle program, 
hiking the fee of course to $10 
a year, and directed the

Effective this week the 
Forest Service will require an 
entry permit for hikers and 
others headed for any of the 
21 special wilderness or prim- 
itive areas in California na- 
tional forests. ; 

There’s no question that the 
move is a valid management 
decision by the Forest Service 
because wilderness is a some- 
what fragile entity. To ef- 
fectively manage wilderness 
the Service needs to know 
how many people are using it 
and how, which is the basic 
purpose of the new permit 
system. 

Some areas such as Desola- 
tion Valley high above Lake 
Tahoe, and San Gregorio near 
San Bernardino occasionally 
look a bit like Disneyland in 
the summer. In others such as 
the Yolla Bolly area of the 
Mendocino Forest or the 
Warner Mountains in Modoc 
one can wander for days 
without human contact. 

The new wilderness entry 
permits are free and will help 
the Forest Service gain the 
base data it needs as well as 
educate the public on its re- 
sponsibility in wild areas. 

But it does seem ironic, lo . 
these ten years later, that the 
poor chap who brought it all 
up in the first place took such 
a beating from those who 
benefit most from what has 
now come to pass.

Research reveals no significant changes 
near the San Onofre nuclear plant. 


At the San Onofre nuclear power 
plant, located near San Clemente, 
sea water is used to cool the plant 
condensers, and then the warmed 
water is returned to the sea. 


To determine whether this harms 
the marine environment, Edison 
commissioned an oceanographic 
company of national stature to 
monitor the offshore waters both 
before and after the plant was built. 
Monitoring began in mid-1963 
—four-and-a-half years before the 
plant commenced commercial 
operation — and has continued 
ever since.

Department of Fish and Game made 
its own study of the same marine 
area in 1969. The Department 
concluded that the nuclear unit’s 
operation did not appear to have had 


an adverse effect on the near-shore 
marine environment. 


Aside from warm water, some people 
may be concerned about radiation 
from nuclear power plants. Actually, 
natural background radiation is 
everywhere and always has been. It 
comes from the air you breathe, the 
food you eat, the materials used to 
build your home. The San Onofre 
nuclear power plant is a source of 
some radiation, too. | 


The question is, how much? 

The answer: so little that an 
elaborate monitoring program of the 
land, air and offshore water's near 
San Onofre has established that the 
amount is insignificant compared 
with natural background radiation. 
Far less, for example, than the 
additional amount received by 
moving from a wood to a stone or 
concrete home or apartment house.

Referring to the secret ballot 
feature of AB 964, Mrs Huerta 
said “They (farm workers) don’t 
know what an election is. They 
don’t understand democracy.” 

“Mrs. Huerta’s statement is to 
me, a slap in the face of every 
farm worker in America,” 
Ketchum said. “Perhaps if one 
gets one’s ideas of government 
from UFWOC, then one might 
not ‘understand democracy,’ but 
the majority of farm workers are 
a lot smarter than their so-called 
‘leaders’ give them credit for.” 

Ketchum said that, judging 
from the volume of calls and 
mail he has been receiving from 
farm workers supporting AB 
964, he seriously doubts that 
UFWOC is really representing 
farm workers, at least in his 
assembly district, which includes 
the Delano area where UFWOC’s 
headquarters are located. 


Sign Ordinance Discussions Halted 
Temporarily Pending Further Study 


PORTERVILLE — Further 
public discussions concerning 
Porterville’s proposed sign 
ordinance will be temporarily 
postponed, it was decided last 
Thursday evening at the 
conclusion of a _ merchant’s 
meeting in the city council 
chambers with chamber of 
commerce and city planning 
officials. 

Allan Weaver, chamber of 
commerce president, suggested 
that the chamber sign committee 
make inquiries into other citys’ 
sign ordinances, and consult 
with a former Porterville 
resident, Frank. Sheldon, now 
superintendent of properties and 
maintenance for .the City of 
Fresno. Sheldon did a sign study 
in connection with a Fresno city 
sign ordinance. 

Approximately 40 merchants 
and .interested persons were 
present at Thursday night’s 
meeting, asking questions of 
Weaver, John Trimmell, sign 


ordinance committee chairman, 
and Gary Irish, city planner. 

Much of the discussion 
centered around sign 
dimensions. Trimmell stated that 
the ordinance does not call for 
flush-mounted signs, as many 
merchants believed, but merely 
restricts protruding signs in 
relation to sidewalk clearance 
and curb lines. 

Irish displayed both 
telephoto and standard lens 
shots of Main street, plus an 
architect’s water color version of 
a mall approach to Main street 
layout. 

Trimmell said that Main is 
not considered a “sign jungle,” 
nor is there an urgent need for 
change. He said many signs, 
however, now require some 
upgrading in appearance. 

Realtor Nick Joannides said 
he felt that improving sign 
appearances was not the real 
problem, but that many of the 
buildings’ appearances were in
